Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Chichester  Rural  District  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  during  the  year  1949.  This  report  is  the  seventeenth 
since  the  formation  of  the  Rural  District  under  the  West  Sussex  Review 
order  of  1933. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  total  population  of  the 
District  at  Mid- 1949  is  42,620.  This  figure  includes  the  service  popul- 
ation and  the  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  civilian  population  is 
41,030  which  is  a decrease  of  70  over  the  1948  figure.

During  the  year  557  children  received  a course  of  protective  inoculation 
against  diphtheria.  The  incidence  of  this  disease  has  been  dramatically 
reduced  throughout  the  country  since  1941,  but  the  maintenance  of  the 
present  low  rates  of  morbidity  and  mortality  depends  upon  the  continued 
protection  of  a high  proportion  of  the  child  population. 

In  this  district,  although  accurate  figures  for  1949  are  not  available,  the 
number  of  protected  children,  particularly  under  five,  was  much  too 
small  in  1948,  and  remained  so  during  the  year  under  review.  If 
immunisation  is  not  carried  on  and  the  majority  of  children  do  not 
continue  to  be  protected,  diphtheria  will  return  to  this  Country  as  a 
scourge.  Few  things  can  be  more  certain. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty  new  houses  were  completed  during  the  year, 
making  a total  of  636  houses  completed  since  1945.  A further  150 
houses  were  under  construction  at  the  31st  December,  1949. 

The  Climping  Sewerage  Scheme  was  completed  during  1949,  and  the 
Stoughton  Water  Scheme  was  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Further 
water  and  drainage  schemes  are  in  course  of  preparation. 

There  have  been  a number  of  staff  changes  during  the  year  under 
review.  Continued  ill  health  caused  Mr.  L.  Bailey  to  resign  his  post  as 
Chief  Clerk  in  September,  and  I would  like  to  express  my  regret  in 
losing  his  services,  and  those  of  Mr.  L.  J.  Lewis  who  resigned  in  April 
after  twenty-two  years  in  the  district.  The  appreciation  of  the  Council 
for  the  work  Mr.  Lewis  had  done  since  1927  was  recorded  in  a Minute 
approved  at  the  Council  Meeting  held  on  the  11th  March,  1949. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Council  for  their  support  and  to  acknowledge  the  assistance 
given  by  all  members  of  the  Staff.

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  Chichester  Rural  District  covers  the  South-Western  quarter  of 
the  County  of  West  Sussex.  The  district  was  formed  under  the  West 
Sussex  Review  Order  of  1933,  and  is  bounded  by  the  South  Downs  in 
the  north  and  sea  coast  between  Hayling  Island  and  Littlehampton  in 
the  South.  The  City  of  Chichester  lies  almost  in  the  centre  of  the 
district  and  the  Bognor  Regis  Urban  District  lies  towards  the  Eastern 
boundary  of  the  coast  line. 

Farming  and  associated  occupations  employ  the  bulk  of  the  population 
inland,  while  the  coastal  parishes  attract  a large  number  of  holiday 
visitors  in  the  Summer. 

Many  of  the  houses  near  the  coast  were  originally  built  for  summer 
occupation  and  still  command  high  rents  for  short  furnished  lettings 
during  the  Season.  There  are  consequently  a number  of  houses  let  fur- 
nished for  about  six  months  during  the  winter  at  moderate  rents  but 
out  of  which  the  “ permanent  ” residents  have  to  move  in  the  Spring  to 
make  way  for  holidaymakers.  These  “ winter  residents  ” find  their 
housing  problem  recurring  year  by  year  until  they  are  able  to  find  a 
permanent  home  for  the  whole  twelve  months.

Since  1939,  the  Registrar-General  has  given  only  crude  Death  Rates  for 
individual  areas,  i.e.,  the  rates  of  mortality  actually  experienced  in  the 
areas  concerned.  As  different  administrative  areas  have  different  types 
of  population,  when  analysed  into  age  groups  and  the  sexes,  crude  death 
rates  are  not  fairly  comparable  between  varying  areas.  If  the  rates  for 
different  places  are  to  be  compared  they  must  be  adjusted  to  allow  for 
variation  from  the  average  type  of  population,  and  for  this  purpose  the 
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Registrar-General  has  this  year  resumed  the  pre-war  practice  of  giving 
a Comparability  Factor  to  each  area.  This  applied  to  the  crude  death 
rate  gives  the  “ Standardised  Death  Rate  ” for  the  area,  and  this  rate 
is  fairly  comparable  with  Standardised  Death  Rates  for  other  areas.

.8  and  1.2  for  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  West  Sussex  respectively.

Ambulances 

The  Local  Health  Authority  (the  West  Sussex  County  Council) 
provides  an  ambulance  service  with  ambulances  operating  from 
Chichester,  Bognor  Regis,  and  Littlehampton.  The  same  Authority  is 
also  responsible  for  the  Hospital  Car  Service. 

Home  Nursing  and  Midwifery 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  provides  nursing  services. 

Nine  nurses  residing  in  the  District  undertake  combined  duties  as 
Midwife,  General  Nurse,  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse,  while  a similar 
number  combine  Midwifery  and  General  Nursing  only.  In  addition, 
two  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  from  the  County  Health 
Department  undertake  duties  in  various  parishes. 

Further,  four  District  Nurses,  and  one  Midwife  resident  in  adjoining 
areas  attend  cases  in  the  Rural  District.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Four  statutory  water  undertakings,  i.e.,  the  Chichester  Rural  District 
Council ; the  Chichester  City  Corporation  ; the  Bognor  Regis  Urban 
District  Council,  and  the  Selsey  Water  Company,  supply  piped  water 
to  the  more  populous  southern  two  thirds  of  the  Rural  District  and  part 
of  the  northern  area,  leaving  the  remaining  part  of  this  latter  area 
dependent  on  private  estate  supplies  and  private  wells. 

In  addition  to  the  four  statutory  water  undertakings  operating  in  the 
District,  by  special  arrangement  water  is  supplied  by  meter  and  by 
private  service  pipes  from  mains  in  Hampshire  by  the  Portsmouth  Water 
Company  to  a number  of  houses  in  Finchdean  Road  and  at  Forestside 
in  the  Parish  of  Stoughton. 

A small  number  of  houses  in  the  Parish  of  Tortington  also  obtain  a 
piped  supply  of  water  from  the  Arundel  Borough  public  mains. 

Five  parishes,  namely,  Madehurst,  Singleton,  East  Dean,  West  Dean 
and  Upwaltham,  receive  no  supply  from  public  mains.  In  five  parishes 
— East  Wittering,  Ford,  Middleton-on-Sea,  Selsey  and  West  Thorney — 
all  dwellings  have  a piped  supply  from  public  mains,  and  in  the  remaining 
thirty-two  parishes  public  mains  supply  some  of  the  properties.

* Note.  This  figure  shows  a reduction  on  the  previous  year  as  148  pro- 
perties originally  included  derive  piped  water  from  private  estate  supplies. 

Of  the  12,790  dwellings  in  the  district,  some  11,034  or  86.3%  have  a 
piped  suppl}^  from  one  or  other  of  the  statutory  water  undertakers, 
and  480  or  3.7%  have  a supply  from  private  estate  mains. 

In  addition  to  the  number  of  houses  shown  in  the  above  table  there 
are  at  the  Royal  Air  Force  Station,  Thorney  Island,  86  married  quarters  ; 
at  Tangmere  Air  Force  Station,  78  married  quarters  ; and  at  the  Royal 
Naval  Air  Station,  Ford,  32  married  quarters  and  20  single  officer’s 
sleeping  quarters.  All  these  quarters  have  a direct  supply  of  water. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  four  statutory  water  undertakers  is  all 
chlorinated  before  distribution,  the  supplies  being  constant  and  adequate 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  distribution  areas. 

The  Chichester  Rural  District  Council. 

{a)  Woodmancote. 

No  changes  have  taken  place  at  the  Woodmancote  Waterworks 
during  the  year,  nor  have  any  extensions  of  mains  been  carried  out.  A 
total  of  thirty-five  new  domestic  services  were  provided  by  the  Council, 
thirteen  in  the  parish  of  Chidham  and  the  remainder  in  the  parish  of 
Westbourne. 

(b)  Little  Green  Estate. 

No  changes  have  taken  place  at  Little  Green,  nor  have  any  mains 
been  extended  during  the  year. 

(c)  Sampling. 

Ten  samples  of  raw  water  were  taken  from  the  bores  at  the  Wood- 
mancote Waterworks,  together  with  ten  samples  from  the  Little  Green 
Estate  Supply,  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All 
proved  satisfactory. 

No  chemical  examinations  were  carried  out. 

{d)  Stoughton  Water  Supply  Scheme. 

Work  was  commenced  on  this  scheme  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
approximately  five  per  cent,  of  the  total  contract  had  been  carried  out.

{b)  Water  Analyses. 

Funtington  Source. 

Twenty-six  samples  of  raw  water  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  showed  that  organisms  of  the  coliform  group  were  absent 
in  all  samples. 

One  sample  of  raw  water  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  had  a total 
hardness  of  220  p.p.m.  (15.4  grains  per  gallon),  of  which  30  parts  (2.1 
grains  per  gallon)  were  non-carbonate  or  permanent  hardness.  The 
sample  was  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral  in  reaction,  free  from 
iron  and  other  metals,  and  contained  no  excess  of  salinity  or  mineral 
constituents  in  solution. 

Fishbourne  Source. 

Of  the  twenty-six  samples  of  raw  water  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  from  this  source,  organisms  of  the  coliform  group  were 
present  in  fifteen  samples.  Bacillus  coli.  Type  1,  was  present  in  eight 
of  these  samples. 

One  sample  of  raw  water  submitted  for  chemical  examination  had  a 
total  hardness  of  250  p.p.m.  (17.5  grains  per  gallon),  of  which  40  parts 
(2.8  grains  per  gallon)  were  non-carbonate  or  permanent  hardness.  The 
sample  was  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral  in  reaction  and  free 
from  metals  apart  from  a negligible  trace  of  iron,  ft  contained  no 
excess  of  salinity  or  mineral  constituents  in  solution. 

Tap  Water. 

The  raw  water  undergoes  a continuous  process  of  purification  before 
distribution  by  the  addition  of  chlorine  and  ammonia  at  the  Water- 
works. 

Twenty-six  samples  of  treated  water  taken  from  the  distribution 
mains,  which  are  fed  from  both  sources,  and  from  the  Fishbourne 
Pumping  Station  delivery  main  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Organisms  of  the  coliform  group  were  absent  in  all 
samples,  and  the  water  as  supplied  was  reported  to  be  pure  and  whole- 
some and  suitable  for  public  supply  purposes.

Private  Estate  Supplies. 

Routine  sampling  from  private  estate  wells  and  distribution  mains 
continued  throughout  the  year.  A total  of  114  samples  were  taken 
from  private  estate  undertakings  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Of  these,  82  samples  proved  satisfactory,  12  suspicious 
and  20  were  unsatisfactory. 

Public  Wells — Charlton  and  Singleton. 

Ten  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  from  the  Charlton 
Well,  nine  of  which  were  reported  to  be  bacteriologically  satisfactory 
and  one  of  a suspicious  nature. 

Similar  results  were  obtained  from  the  ten  samples  of  water  taken  from 
the  Singleton  Well. 

Individual  Private  Supplies. 

Of  the  72  samples  taken  from  wells  during  the  year,  48  were  reported 
upon  as  satisfactory,  10  as  suspicious,  and  14  as  unsatisfactory. 

Occupants  of  properties  with  unsatisfactory  well  supplies,  and  where 
no  main  is  available,  are  advised  to  boil  all  water  required  for  drinking 
purposes  and  are  supplied  with  instructional  leaflets  regarding  chlorina- 
tion of  water. 

Fifteen  samples  of  water  were  collected  from  wells  supplying  Council 
houses  in  the  district  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Thirteen  samples  were  reported  upon  as  satisfactory  and  two  as  of  a 
suspicious  character. 

Shortage  of  Water  during  Drought. 

Several  properties  in  the  District  suffered  a shortage  of  water  during 
the  year  and  it  was  necessary  for  supplies  to  be  carted  to  22  premises. 
The  Council  undertook  the  transport  of  water  which  amounted  to 
approximately  54,000  gallons.  The  main  areas  concerned  were  Earnley, 
Funtington,  Harden,  North  Mundham,  Sidlesham,  Singleton,  East 
Dean  and  Stoughton. 

Connections  to  Mains. 

During  the  year  282  houses  have  been  provided  with  piped  water 
from  public  mains. 

Future  Development. 

Although  the  comprehensive  scheme  to  provide  piped  water  for  the 
districts  of  Stoughton,  Walderton,  Forestside,  Harden  and  Compton, 
is  now  progressing,  the  need  for  numerous  small  extensions  to  provide 
supplies  for  small  groups  of  houses  at  present  dependent  on  wells  still 
exists. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Set  out  herewith  are  details  of  new  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  carried  out  during  the  year  : 

(1)  Compton  and  West  Harden.  All  sewers  and  laterals  had  been  laid 
by  the  end  of  the  year,  with  the  exception  of  seventy  yards  of  sewer 
and  four  laterals.  The  completion  of  the  scheme  is  now  held  up  pending 
the  delivery  of  various  machinery,  etc.,  for  which  an  order  was  placed 
over  twelve  months  ago.  This  scheme  is  being  carried  out  by  direct 
labour  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £13,200. 

(2)  Climping.  This  scheme,  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  was  com- 
pleted during  the  year  and  a total  of  15  houses  have  been  connected, 
including  six  council  houses  connected  during  1948. 

(3)  Bosham.  An  extension  of  the  existing  sewerage  scheme  in  the 
Parish  of  Bosham  was  commenced  during  the  year.  Works  are  being 
carried  out  by  contract  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £25,000. 

(4)  Parishes  of  Hunston  and  Boxgrove.  Drainage  schemes  for  these 
two  parishes  have  been  prepared,  the  Hunston  scheme  having  been 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.

Storm  Water  Outfall,  Selsey. 

A scheme  for  the  laj'ing  of  a new  storm  water  outfall  at  Selsey  has  been 
prepared  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £8,600,  to  which  the  Ministry  of  Health 
have  raised  no  objection.  Orders  have  been  placed  for  the  necessary 
materials  but  considerable  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  obtaining 
delivery.

No  statutory  action  has  been  taken  regarding  the  conversion  into 
water  closets  of  earth  and  pail  closets  serving  private  houses. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  K.  Lawson,  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the 
Council,  for  the  following  details  of  this  service  for  the  year  under 
review  : — 

House  Refuse. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  a weekly  rear  collection  was  pro- 
vided in  the  parishes  of  Bersted,  Bosham,  Earnley,  East  Wittering, 
Middleton-on-Sea,  Pagham,  Selsey,  Westbourne,  West  Wittering  and 
Yapton,  and  a fortnightly  rear  collection  was  in  operation  over  the 
remainder  of  the  area. 

During  1949  the  weekly  collection  service  has  been  extended  to  the 
parishes  of  Birdham,  Donnington  and  Lavant.

Failure  to  comply  with  an  Informal  Notice  served  in  1948  requiring 
the  provision  of  satisfactory  and  adequate  closet  accommodation, 
resulted  in  the  service  of  a Statutory  Notice  during  the  year  under 
Section  7 of  the  Act.

The  two  swimming  pools  in  the  district  situated  at  holiday  camps 
were  in  use  during  the  year. 

CARAVANS  AND  CAMPING 

Since  the  war  ended  in  1945  there  has  been  a steady  increase  in  the 
popularity  of  camping  and  caravan  holidays  in  this  as  in  many  other 
districts.  A rural  district  with  a considerable  length  of  coastline  as 
yet  undeveloped,  but  well  served  by  roads  and  with  attractive  beaches, 
will  alwaj^s  attract  first  the  public  interested  in  caravans  as  such  and, 
secondly,  the  public  forced  to  seek  caravan  holidays  by  the  cost  of  other 
holiday  accommodation. 

Under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  duty  of  licensing 
camping  and  caravan  sites  falls  upon  the  District  Council,  and  bound 
up  with  the  licensing  of  sites  is  the  responsibility  of  ensuring  proper 
standards  of  sanitation  and  hygiene  on  the  sites.  This  responsibility 
lies  both  towards  the  public  who  use  the  sites  and  to  the  population 
resident  in  the  district  already.  In  addition  to  the  Public  Health 
responsibility,  the  Council  controls  sites  and  possible  future  sites  under 
the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act  of  1947.  Criticism  of  this  two- 
pronged method  of  control  is  widespread,  unanimous  and  undoubtedly 
justified,  but  until  new  legislation  is  passed  (and  of  this  there  seems 
no  immediate  prospect  and  little  in  the  foreseeable  future)  the  situation 
has  to  be  handled  under  the  Acts  named  above.

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS  AND  OTHER  VERMINOUS 

CONDITIONS 

Two  dwelling  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bugs,  and  were 
subsequently  disinfested  by  the  use  of  Gammexane  Smoke  Generators. 

Four  flea  infestations  were  dealt  with  by  the  use  of  insecticide  powder 
and  two  roof  spaces  were  treated  for  the  purpose  of  clearing  them  of 
hibernating  flies. 

RATS  AND  MICE 

During  the  year  the  Council  continued  to  carry  out  the  destruction 
of  rats  and  mice.  Two  operators  were  engaged  at  the  commencement 
of  the  year,  but  the  staff  was  reduced  to  one  from  April  onwards.

Re-roofing  of  the  Bosluim,  Funtington  and  West  Wittering  (Con- 
trolled) Schools  has  been  completed  and  electric  lighting  installed  at  the 
Eastergate  Church  of  England  School.  Schemes  for  sanitary  improve- 
ments at  the  latter  premises  and  at  the  West  Wittering  Parochial 
School  have  also  been  approved  and  the  works  are  scheduled  for 
completion  in  1950. 

The  new  Primary  School  at  East  Wittering  was  taken  into  use  during 
the  year  and  this  has  enabled  the  use  of  the  Village  Hall  for  school 
{)urposes  to  be  discontinued. 

Additional  classroom  accommodation  and  a Domestic  Science  Centre 
has  been  built  at  Aldingbourne  and  was  put  into  use  in  January,  1950. 

No  schools  were  closed  during  1949  due  to  epidemics  of  infectious  or 
other  diseases.

HOUSING 


RURAL  SURVEY 

The  survey  of  housing  conditions  over  the  whole  of  the  district 
commenced  in  1944  on  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  as 
contained  in  circular  64/44,  was  completed  and  gives  a detailed  record 
of  houses  of  a rateable  value  of  £20  or  under.  The  houses  surveyed, 
7,784,  make  up  61%  of  the  total  dwelling  houses  in  the  rural  district. 
The  information  obtained  indicates  what  is  needed  by  way  of  new 
building,  reconditioning  and  the  provision  of  amenities,  to  bring  the 
lower  rated  houses  up  to  a modern  standard  of  fitness. 

The  summary  of  the  results  of  the  survey  gives  a detailed  analysis 
of  each  parish  under  various  headings  as  follows  : 

(a)  Types  of  houses 

(b)  General  structural  condition 

(c)  Water  supply 

(d)  Sanitary  circumstances,  etc. 

The  houses  when  inspected  were  placed  provisionally  as  required  by 
the  Sub'Committee  of  the  Central  Housing  Advisory  Committee  in  one 
of  the  following  categories  ; 


Category  I. 
Category  II. 
Category  III. 
Category  IV.* 

Category  V. 


Houses  in  all  respects  satisfactory. 

Houses  with  minor  defects  only. 

Houses  requiring  repair,  structural  alteration  or  improvement. 
Houses  appropriate  for  reconditioning  under  Housing  (Rural) 
Workers  Acts. 

Houses  unfit  for  habitation  and  beyond  repair  at  reasonable 
expense. 


♦The  333  houses  placed  in  Category  IV  were  inspected  jirior  to  the  removal  of 
these  Acts  from  the  Statute  Book,  since  when  no  further  houses  have  been 
placed  in  this  Category. 

The  following  brief  notes  are  of  points  of  interest  under  the  various 
headings  of  the  survey  summary. 

Overcrowding. 

A comparatively  small  percentage  of  houses  (39)  were  found  to  be 
legally  overcrowded.  Of  this  number  29  have  been  dealt  with  and  the 
overcrowding  relieved.  Although  this  figure  of  39  appears  small,  it  must 
be  borne  in  mind  that  the  statutory  standard  of  overcrowding  is  generally 
considered  to  be  a very  low  one.  The  Housing  Act  necessitates  the 
inclusion  of  the  living  rooms  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  ‘‘  per- 
mitted number  ” in  respect  of  a house,  but  it  does  not  necessarily  imply 
that  the  living  rooms  must  be  used  for  sleeping  purposes.  If  living 
rooms  are  e.xcluded  from  the  calculation,  the  number  overcrowded 
would  be  531  or  6.8%.  Of  this  number  112  house  more  than  one 
family,  the  overcrowding  in  the  remainder  being  due  to  large  and 
growing  families.  The  problem  of  growing  children  or  the  increasing 
families  would  be  solved  in  normal  times  by  moving  into  larger  houses  : 
an  impossibility  under  present  conditions. 

Four  hundred  and  forty-two  houses  or  5.6%  were  occupied  by  one 
person  only.  It  would  seem  that  this  figure  could  be  reduced  to  help 
the  problem  of  overcrowding  as  many  people  living  in  houses  too  big 
for  them  would  move  into  smaller  houses  if  they  were  able  to  do  so. 

The  number  of  young  married  couples  living  with  their  parents  owing 
to  their  inability  to  find  a house  should  also  be  considered  in  any  calcu- 
lation of  future  housing  needs. 
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Structural  Conditions. 

One  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixteen  houses,  or  19.48%,  were  found 
to  have  insufficient  light  and  ventilation.  In  a considerable  number  of 
cases  wall  ventilators  were  sealed  in  some  way  by  the  occupant,  the 
only  complaint  of  insufficient  ventilation  coming  from  a row  of  modern 
bungalows.  Many  people  find  their  homes  draughty,  lack  of  outside 
porches  and  ill-fitting  doors  and  windows  being  the  chief  cause  of 
complaint. 

Two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-eight  houses,  or  35%,  were 
found  to  be  affected  with  rising  dampness,  due  in  most  cases  to  the  ab- 
sence of  a damp-proof  course.  Inadequate  and  decayed  weatherboards 
on  doors  and  lack  of  an  outside  porch  cause  a great  deal  of  dampness, 
evidenced  by  the  decay  of  floor  boards  at  entrance  doors  and  decayed 
door  frames.  Overflowing  eaves  gutters  and  choked  downspouting 
cause  an  appreciable  amount  of  preventable  penetrating  dampness. 
Defective  chimney  flashings  were  the  cause  of  dampness  in  bedrooms 
of  many  cottages. 

The  condition  of  many  cottages  has  deteriorated  because  almost  all 
repairs  and  improvements  have  been  impossible  during  the  last  ten 
years. 

Water  Supply. 

It  was  noted  that  1,309,  or  16.80%,  of  the  houses  visited  are  dependent 
for  the  water  supply  on  wells  or  rainwater  tanks,  the  water  being  of 
doubtful  cleanliness  or  purity.  Some  of  these  sources  of  supply  fail  in 
times  of  drought,  and  the  Council  are  called  upon  to  assist  at  such  times. 

The  survey  further  brought  to  light  that  there  are  111  houses  with  no 
water  supply,  residents  being  dependent  on  the  goodwill  of  their  neigh- 
bours or  on  communal  wells  for  their  supplies.  The  parish  showing  the 
highest  numbers  in  this  respect  is  Singleton,  and  agreement  with  the 
Chichester  Corporation  to  extend  their  mains  in  this  area  has  been 
reached. 

Some  improvement  has  taken  place  during  recent  years,  and  when  the 
various  schemes  for  water  mains  extensions  are  completed,  together 
with  those  schemes  now  awaiting  the  Ministry’s  approval,  it  is  hoped 
that  the  number  of  houses  below  standard  in  this  respect  will  be  confined 
to  those  in  isolated  positions. 

Five  hundred  and  thirty-eight  houses  are  provided  with  a piped 
supply  of  water  by  private  estates  undertakings,  the  water  from  the 
source  of  supply  being  in  some  cases  of  doubtful  purity. 

Sanitary  Accommodation. 

Primitive  sanitary  accommodation  is  the  chief  cause  of  dissatisfaction 
in  the  rural  areas  of  the  district,  and  the  survey  figures  emphasize  the 
room  for  improvement  in  this  direction.  Three  thousand  two  hundred 
and  twenty,  or  41.36%,  of  the  houses  inspected,  or  25%  of  all  the  houses 
in  the  district,  fall  below  modern  standards  in  this  respect.  This 
implies  that  one  family  in  four  lives  in  conditions  that  were  considered 
unsatisfactory  at  the  end  of  the  last  century. 

Since  1944  the  number  of  houses  which  have  been  improved  by  the 
addition  of  the  installation  of  modern  conveniences  is  100  (1.28%), 
leaving  a total  of  3,120  houses  still  below  standard. 

Of  the  528  Council  houses  visited  during  the  survey,  345,  or  65.3%, 
were  found  to  be  without  water  closets.  This  number  is  more  than  10% 
of  the  total  number  of  houses  in  the  district  below  standard  in  this 
respect.  In  view  of  the  Council’s  responsibility  for  the  raising  of  the 
standard  of  rural  housing,  it  is  desirable  that  they  should  set  an  example 
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to  private  owners.  (Reference  to  this  state  of  affairs  was  made  in  a 
report  submitted  in  1944,  but  the  position  is  unchanged  today  : although 
efforts  have  been  made  by  the  Council  to  rectify  matters  the  chief 
obstacle  is  that  of  cost). 

Drainage. 

One  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-one  houses,  or  15.04%,  of  the 
houses  inspected  have  drains  discharging  into  soakaways  or  ditches  ; 
1,056  are  without  drainage  of  any  kind  ; and  it  is  to  be  noted,  in  addi- 
tion, that  3,591  houses  are  draining  to  cesspools.  These  figures  together 
represent  5,818  (or  75%)  of  the  houses  inspected  with  no  facilities  for 
disposal  of  waste  water  or  with  a poor  substitute  for  main  drainage. 

It  must  be  acknowledged  that  the  Council  are  anxious  to  sewer  as 
much  as  possible  of  the  inhabited  areas  of  the  district  and  several 
schemes  are  now  at  the  Ministry  of  Health  awaiting  approval.  A 
scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  a busy  coastal  area  of  the 
district  held  up  for  many  years  is  now  likely  to  be  started  within  the 
next  twelve  months.  The  summer  population  of  this  area  is  probably 
four  times  its  winter  population  and  it  is  difficult  to  cope  with  the 
heavy  demand  for  cesspool  emptyings.

Summary. 

As  far  as  the  Category  III  houses  are  concerned,  of  which  there  are 
4,176  (or  54%),  the  defects  are  for  the  most  part  lack  of  amenities  and 
defects  of  a structural  nature.  The  provision  of  main  services  (water 
and  sewers)  will  help  to  bring  these  houses  up  to  Category  I or  II. 

The  houses  shown  in  Categories  IV  or  V together  total  1,326  (or 
17.04%)  of  the  houses  inspected. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  house- 
holders concerned  for  their  friendly  assistance  and  co-operation  during 
the  course  of  the  survey.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

MILK  SUPPLY 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  and  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Regulations,  1936-1946 

The  legislation  governing  milk  production  underwent  a considerable 
change  when  the  following  three  sets  of  Regulations  came  into  force  on 
1st  October,  1949 : 

(a)  The  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1949. 

(b)  The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regul- 

ations, 1949. 

(c)  The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949. 

The  effect  of  these  Regulations  is  to  set  up  a system  of  administration 
which  is  so  complicated  that  it  is  difficult  enough  for  those  responsible 
for  such  administration  to  understand  and  apply  it.  The  consequent 
confusion  and  impatience  of  the  farmers  and  distributors  concerned  was 
only  to  be  expected.  Although  eventually  the  designation  “ Accredited 
Milk  ” is  to  be  withdrawn,  there  remain  at  present  the  following  seven 
varieties  of  milk  : 

(1)  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

(2)  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  (Certified) 

(3)  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  (Pasteurised) 

(4)  Accredited  Milk. 

(5)  Accredited  Milk  (Bottled  on  Farm) 

(6)  Pasteurised  Milk. 

(7)  Sterilised  Milk. 

An  example  of  the  complication  of  administration  under  the  new 
Regulations  is  the  case  of  a dairy  farmer  producing  Tuberculin  Tested 
(Pasteurised)  Milk  from  an  attested  herd.  He  is  now  visited  by 

(i)  Officials  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fi.sheries,  who  examine  cattle 

and  inspect  the  dairy. 

(ii)  Officials  of  the  County  Council  who  inspect  the  pasteurisation  plant. 

(iii)  Officials  of  the  District  Council  in  connection  with  drainage,  sewerage, 

water  supply  and  building  construction.

During 
this  period,  750  samples  of  Designated  milk  were  examined  by  the 
Methylene  Blue  Test,  all  of  which  were  collected  by  Sampling  Officers 
of  the  County  Health  Department  : 76  of  these  samples  were  also 
submitted  to  the  Coliform  Test.

In  addition,  five  of  the  18  samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  were  submitted 
to  the  Phosphatase  Test,  and  all  proved  satisfactory. 
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During  the  latter  quarter  of  tlie  year,  22  samples  of  “ School  ” milk 
taken  by  Sampling  Officers  of  the  County  Health  Department  were 
submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  of  which  16  were  also  submitted 
to  the  Phosphatase  Test.  In  each  case  all  proved  satisfactory,  with  one 
exception. 

Further,  twenty  specimens  of  Designated  milks  were  submitted  for 
biological  examination  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli,  all  giving 
negative  results.

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933 

During  the  year  six  licences  were  granted  by  the  Local  Authority  to 
slaughter  animals.

BAKEHOUSES 

There  are  twenty  bakehouses  in  the  district,  none  of  which  are  under- 
ground. 

Twenty-five  inspections  of  these  premises  were  made  during  the  year 
and  works  in  respect  of  three  contraventions  observed  were  completed 
following  informal  action. 


SHELL  FISH 

The  collection  of  cockles  and  winkles  in  the  harbours  and  tidal 
waters  around  Chichester  Harbour,  Sidlesham  Harbour  and  off  Selsey 
Bill  has  continued  throughout  the  year.  Lobsters  and  crabs  are  also 
caught  in  the  Selsey  area  and  all  commodities  are  marketed  in  sur- 
rounding coastal  towns. 


WATER  CRESS 

Periodical  inspections  have  been  made  of  water  cress  beds  and  samples 
submitted  for  examination.  In  cases  where  such  samples  have  not 
reached  a satisfactory  standard,  appropriate  advice  has  been  given. 

ICE  CREAM 

Premises  in  the  district  in  which  ice  cream  is  manufactured,  stored 
or  sold  have  been  visited  regularly  during  the  year,  and  the  following 
table  gives  details  of  the  number  of  premises  registered  at  the  end  of 
1949  : 

(a)  Premises  registered  for  sale  and  storage 62 

(b)  Premises  registered  for  manufacture,  sale  and  storage 4 

Informal  Notices  were  served  under  Section  13  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  in  respect  of  two  contraventions  observed.

FOOD  ADULTERATION 

The  Food  Adulteration  Sections  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  are 
administered  by  the  County  Council,  and  details  of  the  number  of 
samples  and  of  commodities  taken  in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year 
are  not  available  for  inclusion  in  this  report. 
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Section  VI. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

During  1949  the  measles  epidemic  which  had  started  in  1948  con- 
tinued, a total  of  716  cases  being  notified  during  the  calendar  year, 
and  a total  of  799  cases  during  the  twelve  months  from  July,  1948,  to 
July,  1949  (both  months  included),  which  period  includes  the  whole  of 
the  epidemic  period.  The  experience  in  this  district  of  measles  during 
the  last  ten  years  is  reviewed  below  in  some  detail. 

Among  the  other  infectious  diseases  attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact 
that  a total  of  fifteen  deaths  were  attributed  to  Tuberculosis  during 
the  year.  While  the  Tuberculosis  Death  Rate  for  the  district  is  0.36 
per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  0.45  per  1,000  for  England 
and  Wales,  the  plain  fact  is  that  this  disease  causes  more  deaths  than 
all  the  other  infectious  diseases  together.  The  problem  is  a national 
one  and  its  solution  is  hampered  by  the  housing  shortage,  the  pathetic 
inadequacy  of  hospital  accommodation  for  tuberculous  cases  and  of 
nurses  to  nurse  them,  but  it  is  well  to  keep  tuberculosis  in  mind  when 
considering  other  infectious  diseases  if  the  individual  importance  of 
each  disease  is  to  be  seen  in  proper  proportion. 

SMALLPOX 

No  cases  of  Smallpox  were  notified  in  the  district  during  the  year. 
Three  contacts  of  a case  which  occurred  on  board  a vessel  bound  for 
this  country  were  brought  to  notice,  but  none  developed  any  signs  or 
symptoms  of  the  disease. 

DIPHTHERIA 

During  the  year  no  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  nor  were  any 
deaths  registered  as  due  to  this  cause. 

SUPPLY  OF  DIPHTHERIA  ANTI-TOXIN 

Anti-toxin  is  obtainable  by  medical  practitioners  for  the  treatment  of 
suspected  cases  and  contacts  from  the  Royal  West  Sussex  Hospital  and 
St.  Richard’s  Hospital  at  Chichester,  and  from  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
Worthing. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

As  in  previous  years  progress  has  been  continued  in  the  immunisation 
campaign,  the  majority  of  inoculations  being  given  by  medical  officers 
of  the  County  Health  Department. 

Publicity  is  still  arranged  by  the  Department  by  means  of  display 
posters,  etc. 

During  the  year  121  children  of  school  age  and  436  children  under 
five  years  of  age  received  a complete  course  of  injections.  In  addition, 
416  children  who  had  been  inoculated  more  than  four  years  ago  received 
“ follow-up  ” injections. 

DYSENTERY 

No  cases  of  this  disease  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department. 

ENTERIC  FEVER 

As  in  the  previous  year  no  cases  of  Typhoid  or  Para-typhoid  Fevers 
were  notified,  but  investigations  were  made  in  connection  with  one 
suspected  case  and  two  suspected  contacts  of  cases  which  occurred 
elsewhere. 

No  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year  from  this  disease. 
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PUERPERAL  PYREXIA 

One  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  during  1949  as  compared  with 
none  for  tlie  previous  year.  The  patient  was  nursed  at  home  and 
made  an  uneventful  recovery. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM 

Imr  the  second  consecutive  year  no  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified 
to  tlie  Department. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

Thirty  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  1949  as  compared  with 
28  in  1948. 

Of  the  thirty  cases  si.xteen  were  removed  to  the  City  of  Chichester 
Isolation  Hospital.  The  average  stay  in  hospital  was  25  days. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  the  disease  was  mild  in  character.  The  cases 
were  distributed  throughout  the  district,  fifteen  parishes  being  affected, 
those  with  the  greatest  number  being  Yapton  with  six,  Pagham  with 
four  and  Westbourne  and  Selsey  witli  three  cases  each. 

The  cases  occurred  throughout  the  year,  the  months  with  the  greatest 
incidences  being  April  with  six  cases  and  November  and  December  with 
five  cases  each.

WHOOPING  COUGH 

There  was  an  appreciable  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease, 
the  number  of  cases  notified  totalling  39,  as  compared  with  207  in  1948. 

The  cases  were  distributed  throughout  the  district,  fourteen  parishes 
being  affected. 

Five  cases  were  admitted  to  the  City  of  Chichester  Isolation  Hospital.

MEASLES 


The  hgures  of  measles  notihcations  from  1940  onwards  have  been 
examined  to  determine  whether  in  fact  measles  occur  in  epidemics  at 
regular  intervals. 

Emphasis  must  be  laid  on  the  fact  that  all  the  figures  available  are 
of  notifications  and  do  not  include  all  the  cases  of  measles  which  have 
occurred.  Mild  cases  for  which  medical  attention  is  not  called  occur 
and  there  is  no  way  of  determining  how  many  hidden  cases  there  are  in 
a given  period. 

A preliminary  inspection  of  monthly  and  quarterly  totals  of  notifica- 
tions shows  that  the  number  of  cases  notified  fluctuates  from  winter  to 
winter  and  does  show  a high  figure  in  alternate  years.  If,  however, 
the  annual  totals  are  compared  the  biennial  rise  disappears  and  is 
replaced  by  a fluctuation  which  is  quite  irregular  because  each  epidemic 
covers  the  last  quarter  of  one  year  and  the  first  two  quarters  of  the 
subsequent  year.  When  the  figures  for  any  given  calendar  year  are 
shown  as  a total  they  include  part  of  an  epidemic  “ winter  ” and  part 
of  a non-epidemic  “ winter,”  and  these  two  periods  cancel  each  other 
out  in  the  annual  total. 

As  has  already  been  stated  above,  the  quarterly  totals  reveal  peaks  of 
incidence  in  the  first  or  second  quarters  of  alternate  years,  i.e.  in  1941, 

1943,  1945,  1947  and  1949,  whilst  the  monthly  and  weekly  components 
of  these  quarterly  figures  show  that  the  quarterly  figures  include  a period  : 
of  rising  incidence,  a plateau  lasting  two  to  three  months,  and  a final 
fall  in  the  curve  which  may  be  precipitate  or  gradual,  but  in  nearly  all  j 
years  is  completed  by  the  end  of  August. 

As  each  measles  epidemic  experienced  in  this  district  has  started  in 
the  third  or  fourth  quarter  of  one  calendar  year  and  continued  into  the 
first  two  quarters  of  the  next  year  it  seems  rational  to  record  annual  ; 
totals  not  of  calendar  years — January  to  December — but  of  the  twelve 
months  containing  a complete  epidemic — July  to  June — both  months 
included  (see  diagrams  on  pages  42  and  43). 

During  the  year  under  review  a total  of  716  cases  were  notified  as 
compared  with  246  cases  in  1948.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  disease 
was  mild  in  character,  but  complications  or  unsuitable  home  conditions

CEREBRO-SPINAL  MENINGITIS  AND  ENCEPHALITIS 

LETHARGICA 

No  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  one  for  1948.  One  death  was  attributed  to  the  latter  cause. 
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ACUTE  ANTERIOR  POLIOMYELITIS 

Two  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  as  compared 
with  three  in  1948.  One  case  was  not  diagnosed  until  after  admission 
to  St.  Richard  s Hospital,  Chichester,  and  did  not  therefore  appear 
amongst  notification  figures  for  the  district  during  1949. 

Two  suspected  cases  were  also  admitted  to  hospital  during  the  year, 
but  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed. 

The  two  notified  cases  related  to  a female  aged  14  years  and  a male 
aged  4 years.  Neither  case  was  severe  and  both  patients  recovered. 

PNEUMONIA  (ACUTE  PRIMARY  AND  ACUTE  INFLUENZAL) 

During  the  year  four  cases  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  were  notified 
as  compared  with  ten  cases  in  1948.  No  notifications  were  received  in 
respect  of  Influenzal  Pneumonia. 

Deaths  registered  during  1949  as  due  to  all  forms  of  Pneumonia 
totalled  twenty-eight  compared  with  twenty-two  in  1948. 

INFLUENZA 

No  deaths  were  attributed  during  the  year  to  this  disease. 

MUMPS 

A total  of  thirty  cases  of  mumps  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department,  as  compared  with  thirty-five  cases  in  1948.  Four  cases 
were  admitted  to  Isolation  Hospital. 

INFECTIVE  JAUNDICE 

No  cases  of  this  disease  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department. 

MALARIA 

One  case — a non-civilian — was  notified  during  the  year  1949.  The 
di.sease  was  contracted  abroad  and  the  patient  was  admitted  to  the 
Royal  West  Sussex  Hospital,  Chichester. 

CHICKEN  POX 

A total  of  forty-eight  cases  of  this  disease  (one  a non-civilian)  were 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  during  the  year,  an  increase  of 
36  when  compared  with  the  year  1948.  Twenty-one  cases  occurred 
at  Southbourne  Council  School,  and  a similar  number  at  Pagham  Council 
School. 

Two  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

CANCER 

The  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  Cancer  during  the  year  numbered 
ninety  (42  males,  48  females),  an  increase  of  three  compared  with  the 
year  1948.  The  Cancer  Death  Rate  for  the  year  is  2.19  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  resident  population,  compared  with  a rate  of  2.11  for  the 
previous  year.  Corresponding  rates  for  the  Administrative  County 
and  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  are  2.38,  2.55  and  2.18  respectively.

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TUBERCULOSIS 

Seventy-six  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  added  to  the  notification 
register  as  compared  with  hfty-nine  in  1948.  In  addition  to  the  new 
cases,  one  case  was  restored  to  the  Register  following  the  return  of  the 
patient  to  the  district.  Of  the  total  of  seventy-seven  cases  added  to  the 
Register,  sixty-eight  were  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (36 
male,  32  female),  and  nine  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Corres- 
ponding figures  for  the  previous  year  were  forty-eight  pulmonary  cases 
and  sixteen  non-pulmonary  cases. 

A total  of  hfteen  deaths  (8  male,  7 female)  were  recorded  during  the 
year  as  attributable  to  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  Deaths  from  pulmo- 
nary tuberculosis  numbered  thirteen  (7  male,  6 female),  a similar  number 
as  for  the  previous  year,  and,  as  in  1948,  deaths  from  non-pulmonary 
types  of  the  disease  numbered  two  (1  male,  1 female). 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  number  of  cases  on  the  Noti- 
fication Register,  together  with  particulars  of  new  cases  of  Tubercu- 
losis, and  of  deaths  from  the  disease  during  the  year  1949  :
